About the first of last month a pa* 
senger train was wrecked on the Soo 
road, by the sawing in two of bridge 
timbers, which threw the train into a 
ravine, smashing the engine and kill - 
ing the fireman. 
After some fine 
detective work two men were arrested 
for the crime, and one proves to be a 
young man who has lived in this city, 
and whose father lives on a farm out 
near Mille Lacs lake, in Aitkin county. 
Concerning the young man, Leverett 
Hazelton, and the manner of his ap­ 
prehension and arrest, the Pioneer 
Press says: 
One of the prisoners was a young 
fellow who gave the name of Leverett 
C. Hazelton. The other, a much older 
man, said his name was Frank Wil­ 
liams. 
They were placed in jail, but 
in different corridors, and the task 
now presented itself of securing the 
proof of their guilt, though by this 
time there was no moral doubt that 
they were the men who committed 
tne crime. 
One day while they were in jail a 
new prisoner was placed in the same 
corridor as Hazelton. 
This new 
prisoner was a despeiate character, 
apparently. 
He was under arrest for 
safe-breaking and looked as hard as 
his reputation. He took a fancy to 
Hazelton and patronized that green 
young villian, who was quite flattered 
at beiug noticed by such a desperado. 
He 
told Hazelton several blooc 
curdling narratives of crimes he bac. 
committed and made the youth be 
lieve him a tremendous ruffian. Then 
Hazel ton commenced to brag a little 
modestly at first, but with a little 
judicious encouragement he improved 
and finally he told the safe-breaker 
how he and Frank Williams had tried 
to wreck a couple of trains. 
Hazelton told his story circum 
stautially, telling how he and WU 
bams broke into a section tool house 
and stole a saw, wrench, spike-puller 
and other tools, also two rubber coats 
Then they made their way to Prentice 
and sawed the timbers of a bridge, 
but they did not saw them enough 
and the train passed over safely 
They hid the tools for a day or two 
and then tackled another bridge near 
lleadfford Junction. 
The young villian told how they 
cut the stringers and the uprights 
sawing chunks out of them, and while 
they were at work they heard the 
eastbound passenger train approach 
ing. They lifted ont the sawn chunks 
and calmly waited for the train to 
plunge to destruction, when, Hazelton 
said, it was the intention of himself 
and Williams to shoot the passengers 
who were not killed and rob them anc 
the express car. 
But the bridge was 
not sufficiently weaken and the east 
bound train passed over it in safety. 
Then the fiends set to work again 
and sawed through more of the bridge 
supports, removed spikes and fish 
plates from the ties and rails, and 
once more sat ghoulishly waiting their 
harvest of death 
The westbound train came along at 
a rate uf about eighteen miles aa 
hour. 
The locomotive struck the 
bridge, plunged through the timbers 
and struck the face of the ravine 
throwing the engineer onto the track 
in front, but pinning the fireman be­ 
neath the wreck and crushing out his 
life. The passenger coaches remained 
on the rails. 
Then the two wreckers 
made for the train, but hearing men 
shout and seeing several approach, 
Hazelton lost heart, gave up his 
schemes of murder and fled, followed 
by his companion, Williams. They 
wandered through the country for a 
week or ten days and then were ar­ 
rested near Merrill. 
Such in substance was the story 
told by Hazelton to the safe-breaker, 
and after he had told it and detailed 
his movements, also telling of buying 
cracked coffee at a store in Rhine­ 
lander and leaving it in the pocket of 
the brown coat beneath the wrecked 
bridge, the safe-breaker horrified him 
by saying he was a detective. Hazel­ 
ton broke down at this disclosure and 
he subsequently expressed a desire of 
making a clean breast of the whole 
affair to the authorities in the hope, 
no doubt, that it might go easier with 
him at the trial. This he was allowed 
to do, and his confession was made 
and sworn to on October 26th, and 
the substance of it was published in 
the Pioneer Press on October 28th. 
When arraigned in court Hazelton 
pleaded guilty to murder in the first 
degree and expressed his willingness 
to testify when t)w case came to trial. 
Williams, however, remained sullen

and pleaded not guilty, 
now await trial. 
Leverett Hazelton, the younger of 
the two train wreckers, is one of a 
family of four children, who were de­ 
serted by their parents near Inde­ 
pendence, Iowa, years ago, when they 
were very young. Their father, who, 
it is said, was weak minded,] raa 
away, leaving his wife and children 
destitute. The woman left the chil­ 
dren with the avowed object of pur­ 
suing him and bringing him back, 
but neither ever returned. 
The chil­ 
dren were placed in a poor house, but 
were soon taken out by neighbors, 
who adopted them in legal form, 
Frazer Hazelton adopting Leverett, 
who was then only three months old. 
The fact that he is an adopted child 
was never made known to him, and he 
always thought Hazelton was his 
right name. The Hazel tons lived on 
a farm, and a few years later moved 
to Minnesota and settled on a farm 
near Aitkin. 
So the boy was brought up on a 
farm. 
He was sent to school, but was 
very slow to learn. 
He seemed like 
his father, to be weak minded. Twice 
he was sent to Aitkin to school, but 
was so lazy that he vfoald do no chores 
for the families with whom be was 
stopping, and was soon sent home. 
He was lazy and shiftless at home, 
but otherwise seemed to be all right, 
beyond an occasional exhibition of a 
very dangerous temper. 
His foster 
mother idolized him, and Mr. Hazel­ 
ton always thought a great deal of 
him until about a year ago, when he 
began to become a gjreat nuisance. 
They never chastised him but twice, 
once for throwing a stick of wood at 
Mrs. Hazelton, and ouee for stealing 
currants from a ucighbqr's garden. 
His foster father tried to coax him to 
do better by promising to give him a 
deed to half his possessions when he 
became of aire and to the whole of 
them when he was thirty-live, but ajl 
to no use, 
On last Decoration Day his foster 
parents went to Aitkin to celebrate 
th© day. Mr. Hazelton giving him $1 
and leaving him at home. But when 
they returned he had disappeared, 
taking with him what clothing he had 
and a new rifle that his foster father

mother was nearly crazed by bis dis­ 
appearance, but calmed down when 
she learned that he had simply gone 
to Fred Hazelton^, a brother of 
Frazer, who lives on a farm ten miles 
north of Brainerd. He went to work 
for a farmer named Campbell, who 
lives near Fred Hazelton’s, but was so 
worthless that he was soon discharged 
and returned to Fred’s place, Fred 
tried to persuade him to go home, but 
he would not do so. 
He then hired 
him to work for him two months, but 
had to discharge him after he worked 
a short time, because he was no good. 
His foster father finally went after 
him, but when he arrived the boy had 
gone, and nothing more was beard of 
him until the report of his arrest 
reached them. 
At Brainerd it was learned that he 
had loafed about there for a time, dis­ 
posed of his rifle and bought a re­ 
volver, which he afterward pawned 
for $2 to get money to pay for his 
meals. He disappeared very sudden­ 
ly. The Hazeltons are all well known 
and highly respected throughout the 
entire community in which they live, 
and so far as the home influence with 
which the young criminal was sur­ 
rounded are concerned they were cer­ 
tainly of the very best. 
But he was 
evidently born with a weak and tainted 
mind. His two brothers are said to 
be weak minded also. 
Since the above was put in type it 
is learned that Hazelton has been 
sentenced to 20 years in the peniten­ 
tiary at hard labor.

Mandan, N. D., Nov. 25.—The Jury 
In the K ent murder case came into 
court with a verdict of guilty, and

should be punished by death. In this 
state the Jury fixes the punishment in 
capital cases when they find a verdict 
of guilty. 
The defendaut listened to 
the verdict apparently unmoved. 
Myron It. K ent was born in Bur*- 
bank, Ohio, in 1848, and spent his 
boj’liood in th at place, 
n e studied 
law in the office of H. G. Blake at 
Madina, Ohio, and was adm itted tv 
the bar. In 1871 he was elected pros. 
ecuting attorney for that comity and 
served one year. 
He engaged in the 
banking business, and in 1872 was 
made bookkeeper of 
the F irst Na 
tional Bank of Medina. 
He married 
the beautiful daughter of W. L. Ter­ 
rill. a prominent citizen of that place 
but the young wife died inside of 
tw’o years. The bank closed its doocs 
May 2, 1874, and an 
examination 
showed that its capital had been Im 
paired 50 per cent 
by 
Poncoast's 
(Kent) dishonesty. 
In the meantime 
he had made his escape and was nev­ 
er punished for his peculations, which 
nre supposed 
to 
have 
aggregated 
$40,000, consumed 
in 
high 
living. 
When Pancoast came to Minneapolis 
he called himeslf M. R. K ent and rep­ 
resented himself as an Englishman, 
and had succeeded iu covering vp all 
traces of the past. 
He managed to 
Ingratiate himself lr to good society 
In the Mill City, aud, among others, 
I became acquainted with the Lairds. 
Shortly after ho m arried Miss Julia 
Laird, for whose death he will pay 
the noiialty upon the scaffold. 
The 
parents of the lady were not pleased 
wi!* lh** 
match, b t concio led to 
moke the best of a bad bargain, arni 
Kent was given employment In the 
lumber business of his father-in-law. 
It is said he embezzled $25,000 of the 
firm’s money. 
When discovered he 
was given $5,000 aud told to shift tot 
himself. 
He and his new wife then 
separated. Kent going to Chicago and 
afterw ard to Mandan. 
Meantime be 
corresponded with his wife, and a 
reconciliation was effected. 
On the night of March 12, 1894, 
Kent W’ent across the river to Bis­ 
marck, telling his wife he would re­ 
turn the next day.

WANT THAT BOUNTY. 


L o u isia n a Sugar P la n te rs Sue th e 
G overnm ent. 
W ashington, Nov. 25.—The 
contro­ 
versy betw’een the sugar growers of 
the country and the United States 
government, growing out of the re­ 
peal of tile act granting a bounty of 
one-lmlf a cent a pound upon all sug­ 
ars grown In the United sort*** and 
territories by the new tariff bill and 
the subsequent refusal of the treas­ 
ury departm ent to pay bounty upon 
sugar grown in the present year, 
reached the first stage in progress to 
definite legal settlem ent today. J. 
Archibald Murray, an attorney of New 
York, filed 
today In the court of 
claims three suits, identical in char­ 
acter, and all seeking to recover from 
the government sums of money al­ 
leged to be legally due the complain­ 
ants as bounty upon sugar raised by 
them in the year 1894. The Chino 
alley Beet Sugar Company of New 
Jersey sues for $43,121; the Norfolk 
Beet Sugar company of New Jersey 
for $3,093, and the Oxnard Beet Sugar 
company for $11,782. 
The eases will 
probably be pushed to an early bear 
lag in the court of claims, and will 
then be taken to the United States 
court for final settlem ent It is un­ 
derstood that the suits are brought as 
test cases and will be vigorously cor 
tested, us an amount reaching soma 
$11,000,000 is a t stake in the contra* 
versy.

Memphis, Tenn., Nov. 27.—A battle 
occurred a t a church near Carrollton, 
Miss., yesterday between officers and 
a m urderer, and as a result one man 
Is dead and two

Ben P. Chatman, the m arshal of Car­ 
rollton and D. C. Brewer, a deputy 
sheriff, left for 
Elton 
church, ten 
miles south Of Carrollton, to arrest 
Claude Moss. who is charged with 
murder a t Monticello, Drew county, 
Ark., and who has beeu a fugitive 
from justice more than a year. 
Gov. 
Stone had honored the requisition of 
the governor of Arkansas and had or­ 
dered the sheriff of Carroll county to 
arrest Moss and to deliver him to the 
Arkansas officers. 
The officers learn­ 
ing that 
Mos*-’. who 
had 
recently 
grown bold, w’ould probably attend 
church at Enon, left for that point 
and reached the church just as the 
m inister was beginning service. Moss 
and his companions 
were 
standing 
near the church wlieu Ohatmau aud 
Brewer approached. 
Moss threw his 
hand to his hip pocket as if to draw 
his pistol when Chatman grabbed his 
hand and Brewer also grabbed him 
Moss, being 
a stout 
and powerful 
young man, resisted the officers, when 
both of the officers pulled their re­ 
volvers. 
The}’ scuffled with Moss un­ 
til they reached the church door thir­ 
ty feet away, when Moss had suc­ 
ceeded in almost wrenching Brewer’s 
pistol from his hand, aud fired it once 
at Chatman, but Brewer knocked the 
pistol up and caught the bullet in his 
arm, inflicting a serious wound. 
He 
then rammed 
Brewer’s 
pistol 
into 
Chatm an's chest and pulled the trig­ 
ger again and again, hut Brewer's 
baud caught tho hammer aud the pis­ 
tol only snapped. 
His hand, however, 
was terribly cut. 
By this time Chat­ 
man had freed his pistol from Moss’ 
grasp and fired six bullets into him, 
killing him almost instantly. 
Intense 
excitement prevailed and many wo 
men fainted.

SACKED A TOWN.

Halletsvillc, Tex., Nor. 27. Details 
of the attem pted burning and sacking 
of the town of Shiner are at hand. 
Just before daylight the citizens were 
awakened 
by a 
terrific 
explosion. 
Hundreds were on tlieir feet instantly, 
but when they reached a point one 
block from the business center they 
found themselves looking into tho 
muzzles of six-shooters and JVinchest- 
ers. Just two hours later the business 
portion of the town was in ashes. 
Nine buildings were 
burned; 
loss, 
$100,000. 
The work wats done by a 
daring gaug. 
The large mercantile 
house of 
A. G. 
W angemann 
was 
known 
to 
contain 
large 
sums of 
money. 
Tile robbers placed a charge 
of dynam ite under the big steel vault 
and ignited it. The vault was torn to 
atoms, and, while the lire began to de­ 
vour the buildings, the gang detailed 
a guard to keep back the people while 
two men sacked the boodle. 
The ex­ 
act loss cannot 
lie ascertained, al­ 
though it is not 
less 
than $25,000. 
About $13,000 Iii books aud accounts 
wet*; burned. 
A freight train passed 
immediately after the fire, which a lot 
of men boarded and rode awny. Sheriff 
Houchln left here as soon as possi­ 
ble with his bloodhounds.

names. Two of them have been identi­ 
fied by Shiner people

distance was heard the grand swell­ 
ing strains of the national anthem, 
and all along the route the multi­ 
tudes uncovered their heads in antici­ 
pation of the approach of tile bridal 
party. 
Soon after there appeared an 
©l>en state carriage drawn by four 
white horses. 
In this vehicle w’cre 
the cgar anil his brother, Grand Duke 
Michael. They both wore tile uniform 
of hussars of the guard and wen* 
greeted with a vociferous burst of 
cheering, which w’as renewed again 
and again. 
The czars equipage was 
prec«*dcd and also followed by a de­ 
tachment of chevaliers des guard*** 
and hussars and lancers of the guard, 
nil in brilliant (aliform. . Then came 
a superb landau, also draw n by four 
white horses, in which were Princess 
Alix aud the czarina. 
They received, 
lf possible, even a more hearty popu­ 
lar greeting than the czar himself. 
Handkerchiefs and hats were waved 
iii the air and the most Intense en­ 
thusiasm prevailed. 
The costumes in the chapel were 
dazzling. Most of the ladies wore the 
Russian costume, very low before and 
behind, and with am is bare almost 
to the shoulders. 
The bride’s dress 
was white, richly embroidered with 
gold and on lier head was the usual 
kokoshnik, belonging to the costume, 
ornamented with diamonds. 
At the 
top of the kokoshuik was a small 
crown of 
diamonds. 
The 
bride’s 
mantle was of purple velvet, lined 
with ermine. The head dresses of tin* 
other court ladies were of ancient 
gold brocade, adorned with sapphires, 
emeralds and rubles. 
When all the 
wedding guests were assembled, tile 
marriage ceremony was carried out 
according to the rites of the Greek 
church. 
The wedding procession then re­ 
formed and the 
guests 
reentered 
their carriages. Tile dowager czarina 
was the first to drive back to the pal­ 
ace. 
The czar and czarina returned to 
the Anitchkoff 
palace 
in the same 
landau amid the unbounded enthusi­ 
asm of tile immense crowds of i>eo 
pie gathered to greet them. 
The 
czar graciously saluted th** crowds 
on cither side of the route, aud the 
czarina bowed repeatedly in answer 
to the cheering of the people, and 
evinced considerable emotion.

B estn ess Is B etter O w in g la P art 
to Cold W eath er. 
New 
York, 
Special. -B radstreet’s 
today says; The features of the gen­ 
eral trade for the w’eek include an 
increase in distribution of holiday 
goods, heavy clotlioing, hats, season­ 
able dry goods, and, at various points, 
hardw are and shoes. This was stim ­ 
ulated by seasonably colder weather 
and a continuance of the feeling of 
confidence in a near-by improvement 
in demand. At the South a favorable 
influence is a moderate advance in the 
price of cotton, due to the greater 
favor with which lower estim ates of 
the size of the cotton crop are being 
received, and to the prevalence of 
the opinion that the price of cotton 
is too low. Some shippers of South­ 
ern lumber complain that Southern 
railways are showing preference to 
cotton. From points in Southeastern 
Atlantic states some hesitancy is re­ 
ported In supplying 
goods 
before 
making collections for the full sea­ 
son’s business. At the North lake 
I avigation has practically closed, and 
the results of the season’s work ara 
generally satisfactory.

Sahara as a vast sea of sand, for the 
most part below' sea level, aer »ss which 
tile camel speeds before flit* poi*on 
blast of tli<* simoon from oasis to oasis. 
Schemes for flooding the Sahara have 
com** before the public, occasionally, 
and we have read accounts of the vast 
inland sea which might Im* formed, ri 
ruling tin* M«*<li terra noun iii size, glv 
lug a southern sea coast to Morocco 
und Algeria, and admitting steamers di­ 
rectly to the wealthy states of the Sou­ 
dan. 
The Sahara as known to the geog­ 
rapher corresponds ha* My wit Ii lins 
conception; for. in fact, there is no risk 
Of the "ship of the desert” ever being 
supplanted by the ships of the sea. 
Few parts ar** below sea level, and they 
are small aud scattered. 
In the inter­ 
ior the desert Is a phi in high al Hive sea 
level, ooveml with vast dunes of r*il 
sand in many parts; in "titers it is an 
elevated plateau with lofty mountain 
ranges of bare rocks intersected by 
stony valleys. 
It is arid, save where ti 
spring bubbles up aud gives rise to a 
small oasis of grass and palm trees. 
The Sahara proper is unknown, except 
for a few trade routes regularly trav­ 
ersed by Arabs, and occasionally by 
adventurous europeans. Them- utilize 
the oasis as resting places, stepping­ 
stones, as it were, and ki'cp up commu­ 
nication between the wealthy Moham­ 
medan states round Lake Chad in the 
south, nnd Tripoli, Tunis. Algiers or 
Morocco on tin* .Mediterranean, 
lie 
tween the trade routes all is a blank 
of sand or barren rock. 
Exploration is only possible when 
water as well as food can Im* carried.

Washington, Special.—The work of 
the lioard of pension appeals during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1394, 
and from that date to Nov. I, 1894, Is 
fully reviewed in the report made by 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
John M. Reynolds to Secretary Smith. 
In summarizing his adm inistration of 
the office Mr. Reynolds says: "Upon 
taking charge of the office of assist­ 
ant secretary in April, 1893, I found 
4.965 appeals pending on the docket, 
with the work of the board of ap­ 
peals more than two years behind. 
In eighteen and one-half months, with 
5,147 additional appeals entered dur­ 
ing that period, the current appeals 
are being decided, and tardy justice 
no longer follows an appeal to this 
departm ent by any deserving soldier, 
widow’ or orphan. Thus 10,000 cases 
have been considered upon appeal and 
finally ruled upon, a greater num ber 
than was ever before disposed of in 
the same length of time, and more 
than double the num ber considered in 
any like period nuder my predeces­ 
sor.”

Tile plans of Librarian Spofford and 
Supt. Green, of the new Congressional 
Library building, include an ingenious 
device for supplying books at the caj>- 
itol. Tlu*y expect to meet the demands 
of senators and uienibtrs of the house 
for literature from the nation’s vast 
store through an underground conduit 
constructed between the two buildings, 
aud they believe that It ran be done in 
this way so as to involve very little 
if any more delay than is now expert 
enced in securing books from the pre* 
cut quarters of the library in the cap­ 
itol building. At present the books art ' 
obtained by personal application to an 
assistant librarian, who when a bool* 
is called for simply goes to a shelf and 
g**ts It. 
But owing to the crowded 
condition of the library and the extent 
of the room occupied by it, considerable 
time is often consumed in the search 
for the desired volume. 
The new library building is only about 
200 yards from the capitol building, 
and it is believed by those who have 
given attention to the subject that tilt 
obstacle of distance ran be overcome 
by the construction of an underground 
passageway ami the use of a pulley 
with un ingenious car which has been 
invented especially for this purpose. 
A pneumatic tube is also to be employ­ 
ed for the purpose of ordering books. 
A clerk will be stationed at the capitol 
at a convenient place near tho center 
of the building, for the equal accom­ 
modation of the two houses, who will 
receive nil orders for books and trans­ 
mit them to the library through the 
pneumatic tulle, and who will also 
receive the I looks when sent on the 
carrying machine. 
Supt. Green estimates that the entire 
process of ordering and procuring a 
book In this way will consume not to 
exceed four minutes’ time. 
A portion 
of the books now in the library—about 
70,000 of them—will be left iii their 
present quarters for still greater con­ 
venience. 
These will consist of books 
of reference in the main, but they will 
a!so include one set of each of the 
standard English authors. The carry­ 
ing device to be used In the proposed 
conduit will also form a feature ol 
every day work In the new library 
building itself. It will be so construct­ 
ed that it will carry a book to any 
designated floor or section of the hng« 
structure and deposit it at the proper 
spot, thus saving an immense amount 
of time to both reader and library em 
ploye.—Washington Star.

The 
best w hite w heat flour is the cheap 
est in the end, as it goes further and 
w orks smoother. 
To mako a bucket of paste tako 
about four ¡» omul* of sifted wheat 
flour and stir in enough lukewarm 
w ater to m ake a stiff batter. 
Keep 
on stirring until all lumps disappear 
and the batter is smooth. Then pour 
in boiling hot w ater briskly until the 
batter swells and has a cooked ap­ 
pearance. 
W hen ready to use, thm 
down w ith cold w ater until it can be 
spread on the paper easily . 
Some paper hangers add about two 
ounces of powdered alum, but do not 
use alum in paste when made fur 
felts or solid gold grounds. 
To make ry e flour ¡» aste mix 
enough sifted ry e flour with cold wa­ 
ter to get tho consistency of cream. 
Stir until all lumps disappear; then 
place on fire to boil. 
Keep stirring 
until it thickens und becomes y ellow­ 
ish in color. 
W hen cool, add enough 
cold w ater until quite thin. 
Do not 
use until cold. 
To m ake a strong size for very 
rough walls dissolve one pound of 
good ground glue to a bucket of hot 
water. 
Stir and use while warm. , 
Apply w ith an old pastebrush or 
whitewash brush. 
For ordinary siz j 
ing on new walls aud walls that have 
been papered a half jxnmd of glue to 
a bucket of w ater will be sufficient.

showed that its capital had been im­ 
paired 50 per cent 
by 
Pancoast’s 
(Kent) dishonesty. 
In the meantime 
he had m ade his escape and was nev­ 
er punished for his peculations, which

to

aggregated 
$40,000, consumed 
in 
high 
living. 
When Pancoast came to M inneapolis 
he called himeslf M. R. K ent nnd rep­ 
resented himself as an Englishman, 
and had succeeded in covering vn all 
traces of the past. 
lie managed to 
Ingratiate himself ii to good society 
In the Mill Ci'.y, aud, auiong others, 
became acquainted w ith the Lairds. 
Shortly after ho m arried Miss Julia 
Laird, for whose death he will pay 
the penalty upon the scaffold. 
The 
parents of the lady were not pleased 
wi !* the 
match, b t concluded to 
make the best of a bad bargain, and 
Kent was given employment in the 
lum ber business of ids father-in-law. 
It is said he embezzled $‘25,000 of the 
firm's money. 
When discovered lie 
was given $5,000 aud told to shift for 
himself. 
He and his new wife then 
separated, K ent going to Chicago nnd 
afterw ard to Mnmdan. 
Meantime he 
corresponded with his wife, aud a 
reconciliation was effected.

It was to fight fire and not bear that 
John Nelson started for the woods 
bounding his clearing on the west side, 
tin* day Ik*fore Thanksgiving. 
The 
weather was clear and dry, though 
sharp, and no snow had fallen. 
John 
had no turkey for the next day, and not 
believing the tire of much importance 
he took his gun along, thinking ho 
might sight a bird or two. John hook­ 
ed his horse to his buckboard and 
drove up the road that would take 
him within two or three hundred yards 
of the burning bush, where, by back 
firing judicious!}, he thought he could 
remove all danger from the advancing 
flames, 
lie had to drive about a mile 
and a half before he came t<> the nar­ 
row piece of woods lying between the 
road and the burning timber, and which 
he Intended to cross to reach the latter 
to light the fire.

The plans of Librarian Spofford and 
Supt. Green, of the new Congressional 
Library building, Include an ingenious 
device for supplying books at the cap* 
ltd. They expect to meet the demands 
of senators and m *:nbtrs of the house 
for literature from the nation’s vast 
store through an underground conduit 
constructed between the two buildings, 
and they believe that It can l>e done in 
this way so as to involve very little 
if any more delay than is now experi­ 
enced In securing books from the pres 
ent quarters of the library in the cap 
itol building. At present the l>ooks art 
obtained by personal application to an 
assistant librarian, vvho when a book 
is called for simply gees to a shelf and 
gets it. 
But owing to the crowded 
condition of the library and the extent 
of the room occupied by it, considerable 
time is often consumed iu the sea ret 
for the desired volume. 
The new library building is only about 
2<x> yards from the capitol building, 
and it is believed by those vvho hav« 
given al tent ion to the subject that the 
obstacle of distance can be overcome 
by the construction of an underground 
passageway and the use of a pulley 
wit li an ingenious car which has been 
invented especially for this purpose. 
A pneumatic tube is also to bo employ­ 
ed for the purpose of ordering lx>oks. 
A clerk will be stationed at the capitol 
nt a convenient place near tin* center 
of the building, for the equal accom­ 
modation of the two houses, who will 
receive all orders for books and trans­ 
mit them to the library through the 
pneumatic tula*, and vvho will also 
receive tlie books when sent ou the 
carrying machine. 
Supt. Green estimates that th<* entire 
process of ordering and procuring a 
book in this way will consume not to 
exceed four minutes’ time. 
A portion 
of the books now in the library—about 
70,<hh> of them—will Ik* left iu their 
pic-sent quarters for still greater con­ 
venience. These will consist of books 
of reference in the main, but they will 
n!so include one sot of each of the 
standard English authors. The carry­ 
ing device to be used lu the proposed 
conduit will also form a feature ol 
every day work in the new library 
building itself. It will l>e so construct­ 
ed that 1t will carry a book to any 
designated floor or section of the huge 
structure and deposit It at the proper 
si>ot. thus saving an immense amount 
of time to both reader aud library em 
ploye.—Washington star.

“They shook the depths of the desert

With their hymns of lofty cheer.” 
Exercise of arms followed and the 
handful of men, led by the martial fig­ 
ure of Miles Standish, in his boots of 
Cordovan leather, his corselet and cut­ 
lass of steel and th** trusty sword of 
Damascus, went with great gravity 
through tho maneuvers of an army.

A trade journal says the foumla 
tion of good paste is goal flour. The 
best white wheat flour is the cheap­ 
est in the end, as it goes further and 
works smoother. 
To make a bucket of paste take 
about four jhruuIh of sifted wheat 
flour and stir in enough lukewarm 
w ater to make a stiff batter. 
Keep 
on stirring until all lumps disappear 
and the batter is smooth. Then pour 
in boiling hot water briskly until the 
batter swells and has a cooked ap­ 
pearance. 
When ready to use, thin 
down with cold water until it can lie 
spread on the paper easily. 
Borne paj>er hangers add about two 
ounces of powdered alum, but do not 
use alum in paste when made for 
felts or solid gold grounds. 
7\> make rye flour paste mix 
enough sifted rye flour with cold wa­ 
ter to get the consistency of cream. 
Stir until all lumps disappear; then 
place on fire to boil. Keep stirring 
until it thickens and becomes yellow­ 
ish in color. 
When cool, add enough 
cold water until quite thin. 
Do not 
use until cold. 
To make a strong size for very 
rough walls dissolve one i>ound of 
good ground glue to a bucket of hot 
water. 
Stir and use while warm. 
Apply with an obi pastebrush or 
whitewash brush. For ordinary siz­ 
ing on new walls and walls that have 
been papered a half pound of glue to 
a bucket of water will be sufficient.

Benefits of Game Protection. 
The value of game protection tothe 
state in a financial sense can scarcely 
be realized unless one is acquainted 
with the excellent result obtained in 
other states as well as our own. 
At a 
recent meeting of the game commis­ 
sioners of the New England states the 
questou was asked of the representa­ 
tive from Maine what figure he esti­ 
mated the amount of money brought 
into that state by sportsmeu in the 
course of a year, and his answer, 
based on a careful and conservative 
computation, was $3,000,(300. 
Ihe 
members of the commission from 
other state were somewhat surprised 
but the figures were produced to 
prove the assertion. 
Continuing the 
gentleman said: 
“We regard the game as a great 
financial factor in the state’s resources, 
and our recommendations are made 
with that in view at all times. Selfish 
interests preval for a time, but the 
body of the people are growing to see 
the importance of protecting the 
game.” 
It will thus be seen that the proser" 
vationof game is brought into the light 
of one of the legitimate business re­ 
sources which no state canafford to 
overlook, especially the great state of 
Minnesota where game is abundant 
and while there is yet time to save the 
same from the slaughter that has been 
going on but which has been checked 
to a great extent during the past two 
years. The aspect is such that it 
should appeal to the good common 
sense of the people and create a keen­ 
er interest in the enforcement of the 
game laws. I f sportsmen bring $3,000- 
000 annually into Maine, our own 
state can look for a goodly sum in 
the years to come provided proper at­ 
tention is paid to the matter as no 
state in the union offers better op­ 
portunities to the hunter or fisherman. 
The coming legislature of Minnesota 
will do well to give any recomineda- 
tion made by the game commission 
their close consideration.
